India, Australia ond China against 


tho Kowloon Wharf and Godown Co., Ltd. (Holt’s Wharf), who 
wore sued for damages for ‘alleged wrongful conversion or, alter- 


natively, for breach of contract. 


The actlons were in respect of 
stoods stored in the godowns to the 
order of the plaintiffs in the name 
of Torbor and Co., and arase out of 
the conviction of U Chan-jong, prin- 
cipal of the latter firm, who was 
sentenced to four years’. hard labour 
In May last year for obtalning the 
goods by mens of forged delivery 
orders, . : ' 


The goods stored with the Hong- 
kong ond Kowloon Wharf ‘and 
Godown Co, were 31 cases of plece- 
goods vilucd at $19,308.14. With 
Htolt's Wharf were 132 cases, worth 
$96,050.44, : 

Hon. Mr, Leo d'Almada, Instructed 
by Mr, R. A. Wadeson, of Deacons, 
was for the plaintiffs, and the defen- 
dants were represented by Mr, Eldon 
Potter, K.c., on the Instructions of 
Mr, M. M. Watson, of Johnson, Stolces 
and Master. 

Plaintiffs’ case was that they had 
a charge on the goods, the pledgers 
of which were Torbor and Co., and 
by the terms of the godown warrant 


which constituted a contract, . the 
goods were to have been delivered 
only on delivery orders signed by the 
party entitled to them, ‘The goods 
were in fact delivered ‘on forged 
delivery orders, namely, on orders 
altered subsequent to endorsement 
by the plaintiffs, and this being so, 
they were not delivered on orders 
signed by the party entitled to them, 


Defence Not Liable 


The defence was that they were 
not Hable becnuse of n condition In 
the godown warrants issued to and 
necepted by the plalntiffs that the 
defendants “will not be responsible 
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for the value of any single packuge 
exceeding $500 in value unless a 
-higher-value-is-declaved-prior-to-tho 
cargo being placed on storage.” 
They further claimed that Torbor 
and Co. were actually authorised to 
act as agents for plaintiffs for obtain- 
ing the goods, or alternatlvely, pluin- 
tifs held Torbor and Co. out aos 
having this authority; and that acting 
on that authority, Torbor and Co) 
by forgery or otherwise, obtained 
delivery, plaintiffs 
estopped, 


Other defences ralsed were that 
certain clauses $n the godown war- 
rants exempted them from Ilability. 

Continuing his arguments yester- 
day, Mr. Potter submitted that no 
breach of contract had been caused 
as there had been no deviation from 
the terms of contract. He asked in 
what way had the defendants de- 
parted from the manner of per- 
formance of the contract. All that 
they had done was to part with thé 
goods to an unauthorised person, 
which they hod done quite Innocent 
ly, and in accordance with the terms 
of contract, It was conceded, and it 
was not disputed, that the defen- 
dants hod done every single thing 
which the performance of the con- 
tract had required them to do. The 
delivery order on the face of it was 
correct, 

. Mr. Potter contended that the view 
his Lordship was entitled to take was 
thnt the clause “ds to deliver only on 
n delivery order, set out in plain- 
{ifs statement of claim, had no 
application to this case at all because 
of defendant's parUicular clause that 
they were not Ifable for any de- 
claration value for plaintiffs leaving 
thelr goods in storage, which was 
entirely nt their owner's risk. As- 
suming that all the clauscs applied, 
then. the non-deelaration clause 
exempted defendants out of that 
dimculty. . Me . 


* Covered Everything 


|. 1 was conceded that the Janguage 
of the clnuse was amply wide to 
cover everything—breach of contract 
and every: possible breach of contract 
—provided * that clause applied. 
Counsel submitted that in this cuse 
there had been no departure or re- 
nunclation fromthe terms of con- 
tract. The $600 clause protected both 
companies, the first entirely. nnd the 
second with the exception of five 
packnges. ° . US 

Counsel went on to deal with the 
question of estoppel. The only way 
a- business man could read: the 
endorsement by the Bank 
delivery order. was a request Yo de- 
liver the foods mentioned on it to 
Torbor and Co, Dealing with the 
agreed facts of the case, Counsel sald 
that in addition to his plen of 
estoppel, he would plead that the 
plaintiffs hod expressly authorised 


where were 


on the 


the defendants to do what they had 
done, 

It was no orgument to sity that 
Torbor and Co, were not agents .of 
the plnintiffs, They were the real 
owners of the. goods. After the 
placing of the goods In the defendants’ 
godowns, the defendants in duc 
course issued o godown warrant to 
Torbor nnd Co, On the face of ‘that 
warrant was the name “Torbor and 
Co." and held to the order of the 
Chatered Bank. The Bank. must 
have known and did know, Counsel 
submitted, that defendants would 
never part with the goods except on 
the Bank’s endorsement. That was 
their mandate, 


There was not the slilghtest am- 
biguity In the Bank’s Instructions to 
the defendants. On the face of 
Torbor und Co.'s delivery order were 
written the soods to be released. 
It might have been o forgery, but 
defendants -had:no knowledge of 
that. Plaintiffs,. by thelr entorse- 
ment, had asked defendants to glve 
to Torbor and Co. the goods describ- 
ed on the delivery order. There was 
nothing irregular about the order on 
the face of it. In the absence of any 
notice to the contrary, defendants 
were entitled to: assume that the 
document to which plaintiffs referred 
defendant was authentic in every 
particular, 


“No Specific Goods 


There was no mention of any 
specific goods to be delivered to 
Torbor and Co. in the plaintiffs cn- 
dorsement. The only meaning de- 
fendants could place on that docu- 
ment was to “please deliver’ the 
goods Torbor and Co. asked for.” 
Not only was Torbor and Co, thr 
owners of the goods stored in defen- 
dants'— godown,— but -—they-—-wero—the 
persons entrusted with a document 
which contained unlimited authority 
of the plaintiffs. 


If the Bank had .wanted to limit 
their authority, they could easily 
have done so, nnd sihce the present 
instance, they had ‘gone to extreme 
precautions’ to ‘see that only the 
specified goods were taken out. 
Both Mr, C.,.E, Terry, Assistant 
Manager ‘of the Godown, and Cuapt. 
Henderson, Wharf Manager of Holt's 
Wharf, had made statements jn which 
they declared that the meaning they 
had put on the endorsement on the 
delivery order was to give Torbor 
and Co, the foods mentioned on the 
order. If that was not the meaning 
of the endorsement, then it was 
meaningless, Counsel submitted. 

Did the plaintiffs put Torbor and 
Co, in such a position so that they 
could represent to the defendants 
that they were entitled to the goods? 
Counsel asked. If that was the 


meaning of the document, it was the |. 


clearest case of estoppel, The Bank 
had two remedies, if they chose to 
use them. One was to have Mmited 
Torbor und Co.'s authority and the 
other. to Issue thelr own delivery 
orders, 


Defendants’ Duty 


Inusmuch us it was defendants’ 
duty to deliver. specific goods, the 
only way they could ascertain what 
the specific goods were. was by re- 
ference to Torbor and Co's delivery 
order, Construing that commercial 
document under the circumstances 
Counsel had pleaed before the Court, 
the conclusion the Court should 


come to was that plaintiffs had in| St: 


fact expressly authorised defendants 
to deliver the spectfic articics they, 
saw written on Torbor and Co.'n 
delivery order. : . 


Counsel cited. a number of .au- 
thoritles in the course of his arg 
tents, and went on -to deal with the 
dcfenee of loss by misfensance, mis- 
dellvery of the goods In the present 
instance belng equivalent -to loss. 
Hie also touched on the defence that 
defendant. would not be responsible 
for goods delivered under dellvery 
orders’ made out in favour of 
Chincse.. 1t .was -nat disputed that 
-U Chan-jong was a Chinese; 

Concluding his.arguments, Counsel 
snid that the Godown Company had 
a clear defence under the $500 clause 
dn respect of the whole claim, while 
the Ocean Steamship Company had a 
clear defence under the $500 clause 
for all exeept five packages in the 
claim..In respect of these ‘five 
packnges, the defendants had paid a 
sum Into Court to cover these boods, 
as well as themselves. ©. :

Harassed by the normal wor- 
ries of a young man growing up, 
he resolved to extend ‘his in- 
quiries into a.career which would 
help others in similar difficulties. 
“I can honestly say,” he wrote 
twenty years later, “that in all 
that I have done that resolve has 
never been very far’ from my 
thoughts.” . 

It was a remarkable decision 
to make in the year 1876, when 
the most dispassionate inquiry 
into sexuality was taboo, Freud, 
a few years older, was still a 
medical student and did not 
accept, the primary importance 
of sex in-an individual's life till 
many years later—-and then 
against his inclinations. But 
Havelock Ellis made his personal 
interest into a mission.

Only, he believed by 
being frank about realities, only 
by exploring the course of the 
ramifications ‘and baring. them 
to the cool light of reason, could 
anything be done to cure them.

OF RULES 
IN BOXING 


Important Proposals 
For: Meeting 


bd London, June 18. 
Some Important proposals affecting 
the rules and the general control of 


-professional -boxing- will-be-discussed 


ut the annual general meeting of the 
British Boxing Board of Control at 
Cardiff. oo : 


Perhops the most revolutionary 
and controversial proposal will be 
that in future boxing shall be con- 
ducted under rules to be known as 
Britlsh Boxing Board of Control 
rules.. Those would displace the 
long-established and widely accepted 
National Sporting Club-rules. The 
stewards of the Board will place this 
proposed alteration beforé the mect- 
ing. 


The stewards will ask delegates 
to sanctlon another change, which 
would enable a boxcr who has fallen 
through the ropes ten seconds to re- 
gain his feet unalded outside the 
ring and be permitted to cllmb back 
again immediately afterwards. As 
the suggestion now ‘stands' there 
would seem to be a certaln amount 
of ambiguity as to when the count 
begins and the exact Iength of time 
which will be allowed to expire be- 
tween the tlme when. the boxer dis- 
appears through the ropes and {Is 
pack again in the ring sct for fight- 
ng. : 


Certainly the new rule will require 
careful drafting. As the rules now 
stand a boxer who hag fallen out of 
the ring and falled to get back again 
inside ten seconds is adjudged to 
lhnve been knocked out. This hap- 
pened twice last senson, when Ben 
Foord and Jack Doyle were the un- 
fortunates. Admittedly it is not al- 
ways unfortunate to be knocked out 
of.the ring—much depends up6n who 
remalns inside. :

The independence of China as 
a vital factor in world peace was 
the theme of the eleventh annual 
Richard Cobden Lecture’ de- 
livered to the Dunford Mouse 
Cobden Memorial Association at 
Burlington House, Piccadilly, re- 
cently hy Dr, Wellington Koo, 
Chinese Ambassador in Paris.

‘Open Door Policy and World 
Peace,” Lord Lytton presided. 

Dr, Koo sald that, not only had 
China’s sovereignty been encroached 
upon by Japan but Inevitably ‘with 
this encrouchment flagrant acts of 
contravention of the Open Door prin- 
ciple had taken ‘place. It seemed to 
be one of the objects of Japan's 
polluy in China, a country of 450,- 
000,000 people, to undermine and 
destroy the principle of cqual op- 
portunity which had proved for 
nenrly half a century a stabilising 
Influence in the relations between

“But parental 
fears of tuberculosis sent him to 
Australian when he was 16, and 
there he had to spend four years 
of adolescence by himself. They 
decided the course of his life so 
completely that no fundamental 
change or development has’ oc- 
curred in him since. 

Harassed by the normal wor- 
ries of a young man-growing up, 
he resolved to extend his in- 
quiries into a career which would 
help others in similar difficulties. 
“[ can honestly say,” he wrote 
twenty years later, “that in all 
that I have done that resolve has 
never been very far from my 
thoughts.” 

It was a remarkable decision 
to make in the year 1876, when 
the most ‘dispassionate inquiry 
into sexuality was taboo. Freud, 
a few years older, was still a 
medical student and did not 
accept the primary importance 
of sex in an individual’s life till 
many years later—and then 
against his inclinations.

The “Spectator” began its 
review of this volume with tho 
sentence, “Mr. Havelock Ellis— 
if ‘Mr.’ be the proper title of 
which we have considerable 
doubt... .”

Freud has said that when he

LLIS'S crime was a sim- 
ple one. He believed that 
sex was the.esséential problem of 
life, yet on every side he saw it | 
covered by veils of “decent” 
obscurity behind which it rami- 
fied into the most hideous 
shapes. Only, he. believed | by 
being frank about realities, only 
by exploring the course of: the 
rumifications and baring them 
to the cool light of reason, could 
anything be done to cure them.

The 10-day-old hostilities along the 
Manchukuo-Outer Mongol frontler on 
the right bank of the Khalba River 
have now resulted In the occupation 
by Japanese and, Manchukuo forces 
of all Important positions on the 
right bank of the border river -by 
Tucaday, the Kwantung Army Head- 
quarters announeed. On July 11 the 
Outer Mongol and Sovict forces near 
Balshapal and Noro. heights were 
routed, 


Since the first Nomonhan Incident 
up to July 11 520 Sovict planes were 
definitely shot down in air ducls. 
Adding to this figure those plancs 
which were believed to have 
been shot down, the Sovict and 
Outer Mongol losses amount to about 
500, the communique claims, 


’* About four brigades of mechanised 
Sovict units suffered crushing blows 
while tanks and armoured cars de- 
stroyed or burned are given us 300. 


The Russians abandoned ut least 
1,600 dead on the battlefields. Scores 
of prisoners, Including a battalion 
commander, were tauken.. Booty seiz- 
ed included about 20 tanks and 
armoured cars, three howitzers, and 
a score of feld-picces. 


Minor clashes will probably be re- 
peated belween the contending forces 
hereafter, but the general situation 
hing alrendy definitely been determin-

The League also gives facllitics for 
visiting places of interest and gener- 
ally in bringing students into contact 
with English social life. The League 
reports on the health of students and 
will, [2 so desired, act as guardians. 

Students are furnished with per- 
sonal introductions to prominent pco- 
ple, and ate givén the opportunity 
of visiting the House of Parlinment, 
Hurlingham, and Ranelagh besides 
attending many large _ receptions, 
dunces and partles. The League will 
furnish personal reports on students 
under its care for the beneflit ‘ot 
parents and guardians, 

The report of Mr. A. G. Morkill, 
Joint Secretary for the Committee 
which concerns’ itself with students 
from Hongkong and Malaya, for the 
first half of 1936 contains the 
following: : , 


Report from London 


“The students as a body are pur- 
suing thelr studies in their. usual 
cheerful way and most of them will 
make a success of them. There Is 
still, in spite of propaganda, a ten- 
dency for half educated men to come 
over before they are qualified to enter 
a University.

He was a studious youth, re- 
tiring and uninterested in games, 
who seemed obviously destined 
for the Church. But parental 
fearg of tuberculosis sent him to 
Australia when he was 16, and 
there he had to spend four years 
of adolescence by himself. They 
decided the course of his life so 
completely that no fundamental 
change or development haa oc- 
curred in him since, 

Harassed by the normal wor- 
rics of a young man growing up, 
he resolved to extend his in- 
quirics into a career which would 
help others in similar diffictiltics. 
“T enn honestly say,” he wrote 
twenty yeurs later, “that in all 
that I have done that resolve hes 
never been very far from my 
thoughts.” ; 

It was a remarkable decisioi 
to make in the year 1876, when 
the most dispassionate inquiry 
into sexuality was taboo. Freud, 
a few years older, was still a 
medical student and did not 
accept the primary importance 
of sex in an individual's life: till 
many years later—and then 
against his inclinations. But 
Havelock Ellis made his personal 
interest into a mission, 


was nearly always away at sca, 
so that he was brought up by 
his mother alone. ‘When he was 
four and the appearance,.of a 
baby. sister spoilt so exclusive a 
partnership’ he . denounced. her 
as “a little bit of dirt:and rub- 
bish.”

REVISION © 
OF RULES 
IN BOXING 


Important Proposals 
For Meeting 


Some important proposals affecting 
the rules and the general control of 
professional boxing will be discussed 
at the annual general meeting of the 
Britis Boxlng- Board “of “Control~at 
Cardiff. 7 


Perhaps the most revolutionary 
and controverslal proposal will be 
that in future boxing shall be con- 
ducted under rules to be known as 
British Boxing Bonrd ; of Control 
rules. Those would displnce the 
long-established and widely uccepted 
National Sporting Club rules. The 
stewards of the Board wilt place this 
proposed mterution before the meet- 
ng. 


The stewards will ask delegates 
to sanction another chnnge, which 
would enable a boxer who has fallen 
through the ropes ten seconds to re- 
gain his ‘feet unaided outside the 
ring and be permitted to climb back 
again immediately afterwards, As 
the suygestion now stands there 
would scem to be a certain amount 
of ambiguity as to when the count 
begins und the exact length of time 
which will be allowed to expire be- 
tween the time when the boxer dis- 
appears through the ropes and Is 
back agatp In the ring set for fight- 
ing. 


Certainly the new.rule will require 
careful drafting. As the rules now 
stand a boxer who has fallen out of 
the ring and failed to get back again 
inside ten seconds js adjudged tv 
have been knocked out. This hap- 
pened twice last season, when .Ben 
Foord and Jack Doyle were the un- 
fortunates, Admittedly it is not al- 
ways unfortunate to be knocked out 
of ihe rlng—much depends upon who 
remalns Inslde. .
